• After receiving 3.9 million votes, but just one seat, UKIP was entitled to £619,128 of 
Short Money between the May 2015 election and March 31 st 2016. 

• However, UKIP refused to take the full amount, believing it is wrong to have too much 
taxpayer-funded politics. 

• We returned £322,441, or 52%, of the entitlement back to the taxpayer. 

The largest expenditure was on staff salaries, pensions and National Insurance contributions. 
Office equipment, such as computers, a camera and video software, was also purchased.
